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JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS 
Thirty-Fourth Convocation of the 
Philippine Episcopal Church 


First Session 


The first session of the thirty-fourth Convocation of this Church was 
called to order by the Bishop at 5:00 P.M., Wednesday, January 23, 1952 
at the School of Nursing of St. Luke’s Hospital, Manila. After prayers, a 
roll call of the clergy and of the lay delegates showed a quorum present 
in both orders, and the Bishop declared the Convocation organized. The 
Bishop welcomed the clerical and lay delegates attending Convocation for 
the first time. 

Father Harriman was nominated for the office of secretary. On 
motion of Father Masferré, seconded by Father Chandlee, the nominations 
were closed, and Father Harriman was declared elected. With the ap- 
proval of Convocation, he appointed Father Myrick as assistant secretary. 

On motion of Father Chandlee, seconded by Mr. Claudio, all privileges 
of Convocation were extended to Fathers Whitaker, Duddington, and 
Myrick. On motion of Father Chandlee, seconded by Mrs. Richardson, all 
missionaries were granted both seats and voice in Convocation. 

The Bishop announced that Miss Davis was prepared to accept the 
registration fees for Convocation from those who had not yet paid them. 

The report of the Council of Advice was read by Father Richardson 
and was received as presented. (Appendix B) 

The report of the Board of Examining Chaplains was read by Father 
McAfee and was received as presented. (Appendix C) 

There was no report from the Committee on Finance. 

The report of the Treasurer was read by Miss Davis and was received 
as presented. (Appendix D) 

“The report of the Registrar was read by Father Harriman and was 
received as presented. (Appendix E) On motion of Father Harriman, 
the memorandum concerning the Office of Registrar prepared by Father 
Spackman was referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 

At this point, the Bishop read a cablegram from Father and Mrs. 
Spackman, extending their greetings to Convocation. 

There was no report from the Committee on Religious Education. 

The report of the Committee on Young People’s Work was read by 
Miss Catig and was received as presented. (Appendix F) _ Two resolu- 
tions contained in the report were modified as the following motions: 
Father Chandlee moved that in view of the general opinion of the mem- 
bers of the Young People’s Organization who attended the meeting in 
Baguio in May of 1951, this Convocation be asked to express its approval 
of such a conference to be held this year. The motion was seconded by 
Father Strohsahl. The Bishop interpreted the motion to mean that the 
members of this Convocation would give their support to a Young People’s 
Conference. The motion was passed. Father Chandlee moved that, at the 
Bishop’s request, each priest urge and aid local and regional meetings of 
young people, wherever possible, and report the same to the Committee. 
The motion was seconded by Father Strohsahl. The Bishop interpreted 
the motion to mean that the clerical members of this Convocation would 
agree to give their support to the suggestions of the Young People’s Com- 
mittee in this matter. The motion was passed. 
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The report of the Publicity Committee was read by Miss Boyle and 
was received as presented. (Appendix G) 

The report of the Committee on the Support of the Ministry was read 
by Father Lofgid and was received as presented. (Appendix H) 


There was no report from the Committee on Apportionments, but 
Father Masferré observed that all stations had paid their apportionments, 
as indicated in the report of the Committee on the Support of the Ministry. 


The report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons was read by 
Father Whitaker and was received as presented. (Appendix I) The 
report contained several resolutions to be offered to Convocation. On mo- 
tion of Father Whitaker, seconded by Father Chandlee, the following reso- 
lution, adopted by a two-third majority in the Convocation of 1951 and 
requiring ratification by this Convocation, was proposed: 


“Resolved: That all articles of the Constitution and all Canons 
in which the term ‘Missionary-in-Charge’ appears be amended by the 
substitution of the term ‘Priest-in-Charge.’” Adopted by a 2/3 
majority. 

On motion of Father Whitaker, seconded by Mrs. Richardson, the 
following resolution was proposed: 

“Resolved: That the title of Canon 4, ‘Of Delegates to the Gen- 
eral Convention’ be amended to read ‘Of the Deputies to the General 
Convention.’” Adopted by a 2/3 majority. 

On motion of Father Whitaker, seconded by Mr. Margerum, the fol- 
lowing resolution was proposed: 

“Resolved: That Canon 12, I, be amended to read ‘According 
to the Canon of the General Convention entitled “Of Ministers and 
Their Duties.”’” Adopted by a 2/3 majority. 

On motion of Father Whitaker, seconded by Mr. Claudio, the follow- 
ing resolution was proposed: 

“Resolved: That Canon 15, II, be amended to read ‘within five 
days of service of the presentment upon him, ....’” Adopted by a 
2/3 majority. 

2 motion of Father Whitaker, the following resolution was pro- 
posed: 


“Resolved: That the term ‘Mission Schools’ as used in Caron 
9 be amended to read ‘Private Schools.’ ” 


As there was no second, the motion died. On motion of Father 
Whitaker, the following resolution was proposed: 


“Resolved: That Article 2, Sec. 3 (3), be amended by substitu- 
tion of the word ‘less’ for ‘more.’ ” 


It was pointed out that this resolution was directed to a typographical 
error in the mimeographed copies of the Constitution and Canons in cur- 
rent circulation. As there was no second, the motion died. On motion 
of Father Whitaker, seconded by Father Chandlee, the following resolution 
was proposed: 


“Resolved : That in view of the action already initiated in the 
House of Bishops of the General Convention, the term ‘Philippine 
Islands’ as used in Article I of the Constitution be amended to read 
Philippines.’”” Adopted by a 2/3 majority subject to final ratification 
by the next annual session. 
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On motion of Father Whitaker, seconded by Father Strohsahl, the follow- 
ing resolution was proposed: 


“Resolved: That in view of the action already initiated in the 
House of Bishops of the General Convention, all Articles of the Consti- 
tution and all Canons in which the phrase “Missionary District’ or 
‘District’ appears be amended by the substitution of the designation 
‘Missionary Diocese’ or ‘Diocese’.” Adopted by a 2/3 majority subject 
to final ratification by the next annual session. 


Father Harriman reported for the Committee on the Journal that 
the Journal of the 1951 Convocation had been printed and had been mailed 
to all persons included in the mailing list. He observed that Miss Boyle 
had done the largest share of the work of publishing the Journal and that 
Convocation owed her a debt of gratitude. 


The report of the Committee on Mission Schools was read by Miss 
Bolderston and was received as presented. (Appendix J) 


An informal oral report for the Commission on the Translation of the 
Prayer Book was presented by Father Mandell and was received. He said 
that the full written report would be submitted to the Secretary later. 
(Appendix K) 

There was no report from the Committee on Medical Scholarship. 


The report of the editor of The Anglican Churchman was read by 
Father Accos and was received as presented. (Appendix L) 


The report of the Woman’s Auxiliary was read by Mrs. Yao and 
was received with applause. (Appendix M) 


Father Whitaker then asked whether Convocation desired to take 
action concerning Canon 5 (Of the Registrar), and, if so, whether it 
wished to initiate action in this session so that final action could be taken 
in the second session of this Convocation. No action was taken. 


The Bishop then appointed the following committees (see list in this 
Journal): Council of Advice, Board of Examining Chaplains (approved 
on motion of Father Mandell), Finance, Religious Education, Young People’s 
Work, Publicity, Constitution and Canons, Apportionment and Support 
of the Ministry, Publication of the Journal, Mission Schools, Commission 
on the Translation of the Prayer Book, Medical Scholarships, and the 
editorial board of The Anglican Churchman. 


The following reports of mission institutions were then presented. 
(Appendix N) The report on St. Luke’s Hospital was presented by Miss 
Wells and was received with applause. The report of St. Theodore’s Hosp- 
ital was read by Father Pekas and was received with applause. On motion 
of Father Chandlee, Convocation expressed its deep appreciation and gra- 
titude to the staff of St. Theodore’s Hospital. 

On motion of Father Chandlee the first session was adjourned at 
7:05 P.M.

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Second Session 


The Second Session was called to order by the Bishop at 5 P.M., 
Thursday, January 24, 1952 at the School of Nursing of St. Luke’s Hosp- 
ital, Manila. After prayers, a roll call of the clergy and of the lay dele- 
gates showed a quorum present in both orders. The minutes of the First 
Session were read by the secretary and were approved. 


The Bishop announced the appointment of the Honorable James Ma- 
dison Ross as Chancellor. He also announced the appointment of Mr. 
Cofulan to the Committee on Apportionment and Support of the Ministry. 


Father Richardson reported that the Council of Advice had met and 
organized, with himself as chairman, Mr. Joyner secretary. 


Father Richardson announced that the Board of Examining Chaplains 
had met and organized, with Father McAfee as chairman, Father Mas- 
ferré secretary. 


Miss Davis announced that two members of the Committee on finance 
had met and had decided to defer action until the return of Miss Griffin. 


There was no report from the Treasurer or from the Registrar. 


Miss Jansen announced that the Committee on Religious Education 
had met, with Father Masferré as chairman, herself secretary. 


There was no report from the Committee on Young People’s Work. 


Bishop Wilner announced that the Committee on Publicity had met, 
with Miss Boyle as chairman. He proposed the following resolution: 


“Resolved: That this Convocation heartily approves the sug- 
gestion of the Publicity Committee that all parishes, churches in 
Manila, and central Mission stations be asked to pay the sum of five 
pesos (P5.00) toward the expenses of the Publicity Committee during 
the year 1952.” 


The resolution was moved by Bishop Wilner, seconded by Mrs. Richardson, 
and was passed. 


Father Lofgid reported that the Committee on Apportionment and 
Support of the Ministry had met, with himself as chairman, Father Mas- 
ferré as secretary. He then read the apportionments for 1952. (Appen- 
dix O) The report was received as corrected. 


Father Duddington announced that all members of the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons, except Father Burke, had met, with himself as 
chairman, Mr. Claudio secretary. He said that the Committee had no re- 
commendation to make regarding the memorandum of Father Spackman. 


Bishop Wilner announced that the Committee on Mission Schools had 
met, with Miss Bolderston as chairman. 


Father Mandell reported that four members of the Commission on 
Translation of the Prayer Book had met, with himself as chairman. He 
outlined the aims of the Committee for the year. (Appendix P) The 
report was received as presented. 


There was no report from the Committee on Medical Scholarships. 
There was no report from the board of The Anglican Churchman. 


There was no report from the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
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The presentation of reports on Mission institutions was continued 
from the First Session. (Appendix N) Father Cabanban read the report 
on Brent Hospital. Father Richardson read the report on Brent School. 
Father Harriman read the report on Easter School. Miss Bolderston 
read the report on St. Stephen’s School. The report on St. Mary’s School 
was read by Mr. Norton and was received with applause. The report on 
St. Paul’s Memorial School was read by Mr. Dao-ayan and was received 
with applause. The report on St. Andrew’s Seminary was read by Father 
Mandell and was received with applause. 


The election of the officers of Convocation followed. Miss Griffin 
was nominated for the office of Treasurer. A motion that the nomina- 
tions be closed was passed, and a motion that the secretary cast a unani- 
mous ballot for Miss Griffin was passed. Miss Boyle was nominated for 
the office of Registrar. A motion that the nominations be closed was 
passed, and a motion that the secretary cast a unanimous ballot for Miss 
Boyle was passed. 


The Bishop announced that this Convocation must elect Deputies to 
General Convention, and that he was prepared to accept nominations for 
the elections of Clerical and Lay Deputies. Father Harriman was no- 
minated as Clerical Deputy by Father Chandlee. At Father Harriman’s 
request, the nomination was withdrawn. Father Masferré was nomina- 
ted by Father Chandlee, seconded by Father Duddington. On motion of 
Father Chandlee the nominations were closed. The secretary was then di- 
rected to cast a unanimous ballot for Father Masferré. 


Question was then raised about paying the travel expenses to the 
United States of a Deputy to General Convention. It was pointed out 
that normally a Clerical Deputy had been chosen from among the priests 
in America on furlough, so that Convocation had not had to meet the ex- 
pense of travel. The Bishop announced that he would guarantee to raise 
P1000 toward the travel expenses of the Clerical Deputy. He then an- 
nounced that the following anonymous offer had just been submitted to 
him: “I will give P1000 to help send a Filipino priest to Convention. —no 
name—” The announcement was received with applause. 


Mr. Ty was nominated as Lay Deputy by Father Lofigid, seconded by 
Mr. Chua. On motion, the nominations were closed and the secretary 
was directed to cast a unanimous ballot for Mr. Ty. 


Father Lofigid was nominated as Provincial Clerical Deputy by Father 
Cabanban, seconded by Mrs. Trinidad. Father Wei was nominated by 
Father Moiket, seconded by Mr. Claudio. On motion the nominations were 
closed. After vote by ballot, Father Longid was declared elected. 


Mr. Estanislao Montoya was nominated as Provincial Lay Deputy by 
Father Chandlee, seconded by Father Harriman. Dr. Wellington Wei 
was nominated by Mr. Chua, seconded by Mayor Benefin. On motion, 
the nominations were closed. After vote by ballot, Dr. Wei was declared 
elected. 

The Bishop ruled that the action taken by the First Session of this 
Convocation in adopting the first resolution contained in the report of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons (to amend the Constitution and 
Canons by the substitution of the term “Priest-in-Charge” for “Missiona- 
ry-in-Charge”) was out of order because of the vote had not been taken by

order, as required by Article 14 of the Constitution. The Bishop ruled 
that a unanimous standing vote in each order would be in order, and a 
motion that the vote should so be taken was passed. The following 
resolution was then proposed, moved by Mr. Claudio and seconded by 
Mr. Ty. 


“Resolved: That all articles of the Constitution and all Canons 
in which the term ‘Missionary-in-Charge’ appears be amended by the 
substitution of the term ‘Priest-in-Charge’.” Adopted by a 2/3 majority 
im each order. 


The following resolutions were then proposed for ratification: 


1. “Resolved: That the title of Canon 4, ‘Of the Delegates to 
the General Convention’ be amended to read: ‘Of the Deputies to the 
General Convention.’ ”’ Moved by Father Mandell, seconded by Father 
Chandlee. Adopted by a 2/3 majority. 


2. “Resolved: That Canon 12, I, be amended to read ‘Accord- 
ing to Canon of the General Convention entitled “Of Ministers and 
Their Duties’”.’” Moved by Father Chandlee, seconded by Father 
Whitaker. Adopted by a 2/3 majority. 


3. “Resolved: That Canon 15, II, be amended to read ‘Within 
five days service of the presentment upon him...’” Moved by Mr. 
Claudio, seconded by Mr. Ty. Adopted by a 2/3 majority. 


Father Chandlee made an announcement regarding the service in St. 
Luke’s Pro-Cathedral on St. Paul’s Day. 


Father Alipit proposed the following resolution which had been adopted 
by the Clergy Conference on January 19, 1952. It was moved by Father 
Alipit and seconded by Father Wei. 


“Resolved: That the Philippine Episcopal Church conform with 
the practice of the Church in America in observance of the 8rd Sunday 
after Epiphany as Theological Education Sunday. All Stations and 
Chapels will make notice of this fact; and, as far as possible, sermons 
will be preached on ‘Vocation for the Ministry’ and the offering will 
he contributed to St. Andrew’s Theological Seminary.” Adopted. 


On motion of Father Chandlee, the secretary was directed to extend 
the greetings of Convocation to all former missionaries in the columns of 
The Diocesan Chronicle; and to send appropriate letters of greetings, on 
behalf of Convocation, to the Presiding Bishop, Mons. Isabelo de los Reyes, 
Jr, Mrs. Mosher, Bishop Emrich and Mrs. Emrich, Dr. Kuebler, and Bishop 
Conkling. The motion was passed. 


On motion, the secretary was directed to express the gratitude of Con- 
vocation to the School of Nursing for the provision of the room for the 
Convocation meeting; to the administration of St. Luke’s Hospital for the 
post-Communion breakfast served on Wednesday, January 23; to those 
who had provided hospitality to delegates; and to the Graduate Nurses of 
St. Luke’s for the invitation to refreshments following the service on St. 
Paul’s Day. 


The minutes of the Second Session were then read by the secretary 
and were approved. 
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Father Strohsahl then moved that the Committee on the Publication 
of the Journal be directed to edit and print the Journal of Convocation 
with the approval of the Bishop. 


The Bishop announced that on the following day, the Feast of the 
Conversion of St. Paul, Mr. Luke Filomeno Bagano and Mr. Isabelo 
Bagtelay Lacbawan would be ordained to the Diaconate in St. Luke’s 
Pro-Cathedral at 9:30 A.M. 


On motion of Father Strohsahl, the Convocation adjourned at 7:25 
P.M., sine die.

THE BISHOPS CONVOCATION ADDRESS 
1952 


When we meet in Convocation to take counsel on the work of the 
Church, we are deeply conscious of our indebtedness to those who laid 
the foundations of this work and those who, with wisdom and apostolic 
zeal, expanded it over the years. We believe that those who have enter- 
ed eternal life are eager observers and part of that “great cloud of wit- 
nesses”’ who encompass us, and who, through their intercessions, sustain 
us as we endeavor to carry on where they have left off. Their presence 
is very real as we keep faith with them and strive to fulfill and carry 
forward their hopes and dreams for the work. And furthermore, cons- 
cious of our union with the missionaries of all ages through our belief 
in the communion of saints, we are aware that we do not stand alone, 
but have the fellowship and support of a great company, whom no man 
can number, associated with us in our work for the salvation of the 
world, under the leadership of Christ. 


DEPARTURES FROM THE FIELD: 

From time to time we have to absorb the shock of the departure 
from the field of some of the most experienced and beloved members of 
our Missionary staff. Those with whom we have worked side by side 
for many years and upon whose friendship, loyalty and cooperation we 
have leaned heavily. 

The Rev. and Mrs. Harold C. Spackman, who have the affection 
and admiration of all of us, having reached retiring age, sailed for Eng- 
land, via the U.S.A. in May. 

The election of the Rev. A. Ervine Swift to be Missionary Bishop 
of Puerto Rico deprived us of one of the younger brilliant missionaries, 
and Mrs. Swift, an equally good missionary and the children. Although 
they were in this field but a short time, they made a lasting contribu- 
tion to the work through their services at Holy Trinity and St. Andrew’s 
Seminary, as well as through their keen interest and participation in 
the general work of the Missionary District. 

The Rev. Sydney Waddington, who served in the Philippines for 
nineteen years, together with his family, found it necessary to leave the 
field rather suddenly in order that Gregory might have the specialized 
care he needed. 


Our prayers will be offered for God’s blessing upon these members 
of our Missionary family, who are still linked with us through their 
keen affection for the work of the Church in the Philippines and their 
intercessions for us.

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All of these have come to us with a rich experience in their res- 
pective fields of service and will immensely strengthen our work for 
Christ and His Church. In the name of Convocation, I welcome them 
as co-workers and pray that they may find great happiness in their life 
and service in The Philippines. 


ORDINATIONS: 


Our hands have been further strengthened by the ordination to the 
Priesthood of the Rev. Ramon Alipit, and to the Dioconate of the Rev. 
Roman Tauli, the Rev. James Bawayan and the Rev. Manuel Kiley. And 
at the Service on St. Paul’s Day, I anticipate the privilege of ordaining 
to the Diaconate Mr. Isabelo Lacbawan and Mr. Luke Filomeno Bagano 
We all rejoice in the increase in the number of our Filipino clergy and 
take pride in the splendid work which they are doing. We pray that 
through their labors the Church may be more and more integrated into 
the life of this nation and the Gospel preached in an ever widening field. 
We welcome them as clerical delegates to this Convocation and pray that 
they may ever be filled with the power of God’s Holy Spirit that they may 
prove themselves good and faithful Messengers, Watchmen, and Stewards 
of the Lord. 


THE WORK OF THE SISTERHOODS: 


We are fortunate in having in this Missionary District the assistance 
of three Orders of Sisters— The Sisters of St. Mary, the Sisters of St. 
Mary the Virgin and the Sisters of St. Anne. They work unostentatiously 
but most effectively among the women and children of Sagada and Upi 
and through their life of prayer and service have a deep and abiding in- 
fluence on the life of the whole Church in the Philippines. We are grate- 
ful for all they do and pray that God may add to their numbers in the 
years ahead. These Orders are prepared to receive young women, who 
believe they have a vocation for the religious life and meet their qualifi- 
cations and give them an opportunity to test their vocations. It is a high 
calling and one to which we should pray that more of our young, intelli- 
gent, devout Church women may be called of God. 


COMMITTEES OF CONVOCATION: 


I must say a word of commendation to the Committees appointed at 
our last Convocation. Most of these committees have been active during 
the past year and will present to us I am sure interesting and worthwhile 
reports. Because of the distance separating members of Committees one 
from the other and the time and expense involved in calling meetings, it 
is not easy for a committee to discharge its responsibility. However, I 
would like to remind those who may be appointed to serve on committees 
during the coming year, that much constructive work can be accomplished 
by correspondence. It is necessary, because of the democratic constitution 
of our Church, in which we take pride, that each committee should assume 
responsibility for the work it is assigned. The Bishop must depend Pe 
your active cooperation. When a Committee fails to do anything worth- 
while in the course of the year, the whole work of the Church suffers. 
There are several Committees, which deserve special mention in their 


splendid accomplishments. 
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(a) At the Convocation of 1951 the total of the quotas assigned for 
General and Diocesan Apportionments amounted to P11,700 and the total 
amount paid on quotas by our congregations was P11,753.68 or P53.68 in 
excess of the quotas assigned. Credit for this splendid showing must be 
given the Committee on The Support of the Ministry and The Committee 
on Apportionment, as well as to our clergy and people for their splendid 
cooperation and response. 


For the benefit of those who may still not know the use to which the 
payments made on apportionments are put, I would remind you that the 
receipts on the General Apportionment go directly to the National Council 
for the general work of the Episcopal Church; and that the receipts from 
the Diocesan apportionment are used to help pay the salaries of our 
Filipino clergy. In 1951 we assumed P10,000 of the amount paid in salaries 
to our Filipino clergy. This year the budget item for salaries of Filipino 
clergy amounts to P41,000 including the salary to be paid direct to the 
Rector of the Church of the Resurrection by the vestry. Of the total 
amount to be paid in salaries I hope Convocation may have the faith and 
courage to assume responsibility this year for P11,000 in addition to the 
salary of the Rector of the Church of the Resurrection. This will mean 
that our congregations during the current year must pay P1,455 more than 
was paid last year on quotas for the Diocesan Apportionment. The Church 
of the Resurrection will assume this year a quota of only P600 instead of 
P1,200, which is reasonable when we remember this congregation has just 
assumed full self-support. However, this places an additional burden upon 
the other congregations if we are to reach the total of P11,000. I believe 
it can be done. Certain of our congregations, I am sure, are able and 
willing to pay more than at present on the Diocesan Apportionment. Then 
I would venture to suggest that this year each out-station congregation, 
which heretofore has contributed in some degree through its central station, 
accept a quota both for the General and Diocesan Apportionments, and that 
the name of such out-stations appear in all reports on the quotas. I think 
such a plan has an educational value and will help our people of the out- 
station chapels to realize more fully their responsibility for the support 
of the work of the Church. I pass on this suggestion to our Committee 
on Apportionment. 


(b) Under the auspices and inspiration of the Committee on Young 
People’s Work more, I believe, has been accomplished than ever before. 
I will not anticipate the Committee’s report, but as I think of the future 
of the Church it has been most encouraging to me as bishop to observe 
the enthusiastic participation of our young Churchmen in the various con- 
ferences planned by the Committee, and the ability they have shown for 
leadership. We need the devoted cooperation of our young people in every 
phase of the Church’s work and it is my hope that during the current 
year, every congregation however small, may develop well organized active 
groups of young people, who will be ready to send delegates to the next 
annual convention. 


(c) We congratulate the Editorial Staff of the Anglican Church- 
man on the quality and number of issues published during the past year. 
This magazine has contributed to the solidarity of the work and supple- 
mented in a very worthwhile way the other teaching agencies of the 
Church. I am sure the staff of the Anglican Churchman would be grati- 
fied to have the interest of the readers of this very valuable periodical 
translated into more active financial support. 
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THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY: 


One of the most interesting documents which has come into my hands 
recently is the 1950-51 printed report of the Woman’s Auxiliary. If you 
have not done so, I would suggest you get a copy of this report and read 
it without delay. In simple, forthright language it tells the story of the 
women of the Church at work. And I think as you read it, you will 
realize that the Mother Who gave birth’to the Babe in the stable at 
Bethlehem and prepared the meals for the Holy Family in the Carpenter 
shop at Nazareth, would have been at home with the women of our Church 
as they worked together throughout the year in their several branches, 
to do their part in the building up of the Kingdom of her Son. We give 
thanks for the progress made by the Woman’s Auxiliary and for its 
generous support of the Church’s work. 


EVANGELISTIC WORK: 


There have been several notable developments in the Evangelistic work 
of the Church during the past year. One of the most outstanding, in which 
I am sure we all take great satisfaction, is the assumption of parochial 
responsibility by the congregation of the Church of the Resurrection, Ba- 
guio. This step was taken, we believe, under the guidance and inspira- 
tion of God’s Holy Spirit and with careful thought and deliberation. The 
parish organization has been accomplished, a tentative constitution adopted, 
and the Reverend Alejandrino Rulite called to be the first Rector. If 
after one year probationary period, the congregation gives written evidence 
to the Bishop, the Council of Advice, and Convocation that it qualifies 
for Parish Status under the Canons, such recognition will be granted at 
the Convocation of 1953. We have full confidence in the ability of the 
congregation, under God’s blessing to do this and I am sure that it has 
the admiration, good will and prayers of the whole Church. We shall 
watch with keen and sympathetic interest the growth and development of 
this work, convinced that its success will be an inspiring example to all 
our congregations, and the highest tribute that could be paid to the clergy 
and lay workers who have served this congregation so faithfully during 
the past half century. 

Another significant forward step has been the promotion in status 
of the Mission of St. Michael and All Angels from an outstation of 
Sagada to a Central station, under the leadership of the Reverend Eduardo 
Longid. So many out-stations are associated with this central mission, 
that it may be advisable to redivide it in the near future and make Bagnen 
another Central station. 

Early last year I visited St. Thomas’ Mission, Tabuk for the first 
time and was gratified to see how well that work has been established 
under the leadership of the Rev. Henry Umangil and the splendid dis- 
pensary work built up by Mrs. Umangil. Both have the full support and 
cooperation of the laity and there is every reason to think that this Mis- 
sion will make good progress with the continued development of this area 
of Luzon. 

It is always a thrilling experience to visit our congregations both in 
the City of Manila and in the provinces and to note the fine things being 
accomplished. While there are undoubtedly some weak spots in our 
evangelistic program and areas to be conquered for Christ and His Church, 
both in the city and in the country, we can take satisfaction in the efforts 
the Church is making, while praying for grace to do more thoroughly 
what we have in hand and the will and the strength to carry the Gospel 
message into fields where Christ’s redeeming love is yet unknown.

MISSION SCHOOLS: 


The enrollment in our Mission Schools has generally been good and 
certainly the teachers among the most faithful servants of the Church. 
The importance of the schools in the life and work cannot be over-em- 
phasized. While the academic standards of most compare favorably with 
those of Government and other private schools, those in more isolated 
places are experiencing difficulty in meeting the requirements of the 
Bureau of Private Schools both as to faculty and equipment. The cost 
of operation has steadily increased and with little likelihood of securing 
additional appropriations for this department of our work from the Church 
in the U.S.A., we are faced with the necessity of depending more and 
more upon the local income of each school. 


ST. ANDREW’S SEMINARY: 


As more and more graduates are ordained to the Sacred Ministry, 
the value of St. Andrew’s Theological Seminary in the life of our Church 
becomes increasingly apparent. We are glad that it is assisting the 
Philippine Independent Church in the education of its Candidates for the 
Ministry. What this Church of ours becomes in the years ahead is to a 
large measure the responsibility of the Dean and faculty for in their hands 
rests the training of its leaders. We have nothing but satisfaction to 
express for what, under God’s blessing, they have already accomplished 
and have full confidence in their ability to shape the minds and lives of 
the future priests of the Church. 


HOSPITALS AND DISPENSARIES: 


We take pride in the increasing volume of work done by our hospitals 
and dispensaries, and in the high type of Christian service rendered by 
the doctors, nurses, chaplains and non-professional members of the staffs. 


We rejoice that St. Theodore’s buildings have been remodelled and 
enlarged and that work is soon to begin on permanent buildings for Brent 
Hospital. It is also hoped that in the course of the present year, the 
plans for the proposed buildings for St. Luke’s Hospital and Training 
School may be perfected and additional funds needed for their construc- 
tion forthcoming. On my recent trip to the U.S.A. this project received 
the whole-hearted support of the Presiding Bishop, the National Council, 
and the Episcopal Church Foundation. 


The doctors and nurses associated with us in this department of 
our missionary work deserve our gratitude and high praise for the unsel- 
fish services they have rendered. Through their help the bodies as well 
as the minds and souls of our people have felt the healing touch of the 
Great Physician. 


RECONSTRUCTION: 


With the construction of Brent Hospital which is to be started im- 
mediately and several out-station Chapels our reconstruction program 
in the provinces will have been completed. In most cases our stations 
outside Manila have better material equipment than in pre-war days. We 
must now concentrate our efforts on construction in Manila, for which 
I hope we may have the full support and interest of our people through- 
out the Missionary District, for what we propose to build here will serve 
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in some measure the whole diocese. Within the next few months we expect 
to see work started on the permanent buildings for St. Andrew’s Seminary, 
including one or two faculty houses; and on a part of the Cathedral of 
St. Mary and St. John. Holy Trinity Parish has also announced its in- 
tention of erecting a Church building with funds to be raised locally. 
With the completion of the buildings on our property on Expaiia Extension 
the program laid down after the war will have been realized. That does 
not mean that we shall stop building. It does mean that we shall then 
be able to look forward to providing buildings for the natural expansion 
of the work. 


INSTRUCTION: 


With good material equipment and increased personnel we should be 
able to better instruct our people in the faith and life of the Church. It 
has been my ambition in which I am sure you share to see the Church 
in the Philippines exemplify that high type of Catholic life and practice, 
for only as we do so, do we have a definite mission in this land, which 
pice so much to the indefatigable labors of another branch of the Catholic 
Church. 


Now, one of the distinctive characteristics of our branch of the 
Catholic Church, which links it most closely with the Apostolic Church, 
is the fact that it has insisted that it is not only the Church of the Sac- 
raments, but also of the Word. This emphasis on the authority of God’s 
Holy Word within the Church has done much to keep it free from heresy, 
strange and erroneous doctrines and fanaticism. It forbids its priests 
and bishops to teach or maintain anything as necessary to eternal salva- 
tion but that which may be concluded and proved by the Holy Scriptures. 


It is obvious that the priest cannot preach or instruct efficiently a 
people unfamiliar with the text of the Bible and yet, I have discovered 
that very few of our people own their own Bibles, much less read and 
study them. This is a cause for great concern. Moreover many who at- 
tend only the Holy Communion Service never hear the Old Testament read. 
We rightly emphasize the wonder of the Sacramental life, but such a life 
without a knowledge of God’s Holy Word is not a whole life and is there- 
fore not Catholic. 


This discovery, made by the Anglican Church several hundred years 
ago, has recently been made in some parts of the Roman Catholic Church 
and there has been organized in Australia a “Bible Apostolate” and a 
Society for the Propagation of the Bible”. Even Bible Classes, once op- 
posed as a Protestant innovation, have been organized. 


It is my earnest hope that this deficiency in our Catholic life may be 
remedied and that our people, true to the Anglican tradition, may not only 
own and read their Bibles, but that our Priests will take the lead in or- 
ganizing adult Bible Study Classes. I can think of nothing that would 
so stimuate the spiritual life of Priest and people and would do more 
to strengthen the foundations of our Church in the Philippines. In the 
Bible, in all the richness of its diversity, we have the story of God Him- 
self, preparing the world for the Incarnation and the story of the conse- 
quences of that great dramatic act on the lives of men. As Christians 
we should know this story as it is told by prophets, priests and evangelists 
in God’s Holy Word. Until we know it we are illiterate Christians. 
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CONCLUSION: 


Church buildings, schools, hospitals, dispensaries, and I might add 
bishops, priests and deacons, together with doctors, nurses and teachers 
and all others engaged in the diverse activities of the Church, all of which 
loom so high in the visible Church, are only of value as they serve for the 
glory of God and the salvation of His children. They are temporal means 
established to create eternal values. Their success is to be measured by 
the degree to which they fulfill the function for which they were esta- 
blished. If they fail to create eternal values, they will perhaps more 
quickly become an abomination in the sight of man, than in the sight of 
a patient, long-suffering God. All the rich endowments of the visible 
Church, whether of material or of personnel, exists to transform the sons 
of men into the sons of God, that they may stand fearlessly and with 
dignity in the presence of their fellow-man and, having been made clean by 
the Blood of the Lamb, stand with no less dignity in the presence of their 
maker, crowned with glory and honor. It was for this purpose that 
Christ came into the world and it is for this high purpose that the 
Church, the Body of Christ, was created and still works and prays. 


This is the measuring rod by which we must test every activity 
undertaken in the Name of Christ and His Church. The results of the 
test are not necessarily to be found in statistical reports detailing the 
number of buildings erected, the number of services held, the number of 
people baptized and confirmed, or in the amount of money contributed 
for the Church’s work. Such statistics are necessary and we must take 
account of them; but it is always well to remember that the Jews in the 
days of the Incarnation probably presented magnificent statistical re- 
ports to the high priest, And yet, they crucified the Lord of Glory. 


The picture Jesus painted for John the Baptist, when he sent from 
prison two messengers to bring back to him a report on the work of the 
Master, should be the picture of the Church at work in all ages. “The 
blind receive their sight, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor have the Gospel preached 
unto them.” Our Mission is to the bodies, the souls and the minds of 
men, that like the Christ child, they may have the opportunity to grow 
in wisdom, in stature and in favor with God and man. It is the busi- 
ness of the Church and of Christian people to create such opportunities 
for God’s children everywhere. It has failed, and failed miserably, in 
certain areas of the world and in certain periods of history, and other 
agencies, unhallowed by the Incarnate Son, have attempted to make up 
the deficiency, with but little success. For apart from God, there is 
no salvation for man. His salvation is only accomplished through a 
realization of his sonship in God, and it is only through that sonship 
that devine power is transmitted to him and he is empowered to live 
the good life. In Christ Jesus was and is and ever shall be the LIFE, 
and the life is the Light of men. And we, marching under the banner 
of His Church, must labor on, spend and be spent, until the darkness 


around us gives way before the glorious Light of of the Presence of 
Christ. 
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APPENDIX B 
Report Of The Council Of Advice 


The Council of Advice appointed by Bishop Binsted at the Convoca- 
tion of 1951 met for the first time on January 22, 1951 with Fathers Swift, 
Wei, and Lofigid (Clerical members) and Messrs. Choy, Burn, and Stod- 
dard (Lay members) present. Father Swift was elected Acting Chair- 
man and Father Wei Acting Secretary. The official actions taken by this 
meeting were as follows: (1) The Articles of Incorporation and Consti- 
tution and by-Laws of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Manila, were ap- 
proved. (2) Recommendation was made to the Bishop that Mr. Filomeno 
Bagano be admitted as Candidate for Holy Orders. (3) It was recom- 
mended to the Bishop that Mr. Manuel Kiley be admitted as a Candidate 
for Holy Orders. 


The second meeting of the Council of Advice was on March 28, 1951. 
Father Waddington having been appointed to take the place left vacant 
by Father Swift. The council acted upon the following matters: (1) At 
the Bishop’s request it was recommended that the period of Candidacy 
of the Rev. Ramon Alipit be shortened by five months. (2) It was re- 
commended that the term of the Diaconate for the Rev. Mr. Alipit be 
shortened by six months. (38) The Rev. Mr. Alipit was recommended to the 
Bishop for Ordination to the Priesthood. (4) A report was received re- 
garding the clearing of the Cathedral property. (5) Father Longid was 
authorized to exchange the former site of the Church in Tadian for a more 
desirable site. 

The third meeting of the Council of Advice was on June 13, 1951. 
Action taken at this time consisted of examining the papers of Mr. Manuel 
Kiley, Mr. Alejandro R. Tauli, and Mr. James Bawayan. As these were 
all in order the Council recommended these men to the Bishop for 
Ordination to the Order of Deacons. The proposed Evangelical Medical 
College was discussed. A resolution of thanks to Mr. Stoddard for his fine 
services to the Church in the Philippines was adopted. 

The Council of Advice met for the fourth time on January 21, 1952. 
Various matters came up for discussion, but the only official action 
taken was as follows: (1) The application of Mr. Gregorio Pangwi to be 
admitted as a Candidate for Holy Orders was received and discussed, as 
was the application of Mr. Simeon Bileng for admission to Candidacy. 
The Council recommended to the Bishop that subject to their successfully 
passing their physical examinations these two men, Mr. Gregorio Pangwi 
and Mr. Bileng, be admitted as Candidates for Holy Orders. (2) The 
papers of Mr. Isabelo Lacbawan were examined and found to fulfill all 
the necessary canonical requirements. He was recommended to the Bishop 
for Ordination to the Order of Deacons. (3) The papers of Luke Filomeno 
Bagano were examined and found to fulfill all the canonical requirements. 
He was recommended to the Bishop for Ordination to the Order of Deacons. 
(4) The Bishop presented to the Council the papers of Mr. Willis R. 
Henton, now in his last year at the General Theological Seminary and 
under appointment to come out to the Philippines this year. Mr. Henton has 
already been accepted as a Candidate in this Missionary District. After 
hearing the relevant correspondence regarding Mr. Henton the Council 
voted to recommend him for Ordination to the Diocanate in the United 
States, subject to the successful completion of his Canonical Examinations.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


At the 1951 Convocation Bishop Binsted appointed the following priests 
to the Board of Examining Chaplains: the Rev. Arthur H. Richardson, the 
Rev. Leo Gay McAfee, the Rev. Harry T. Burke, the Rev. Albert Masferre, 
and the Rev. Lyman C. Ogilby. As both the senior members of the Board, 
Fathers Richardson and McAfee, were in the United States on furlough 
for the first part of the year, the remaining members, with Father Ogilby 
acting as chairman, prepared and administered the canonical examinations 
the first week in May, 1951, at Brent School. 


Four candidates took these examinations in May; James L. Bawayan, 
Manuel O. Kiley, Isabelo B. Lacbawan, and Alejandro R. Tauli. Three of 
these candidates—Messrs. Bawayan, Kiley and Tauli—satisfactorily com- 
pleted all the requirements specified in Canon 29; and this fact was duly 
reported to the Bishop. Mr. Lacbawan failed to meet the New Testament 
requirements, although he did pass all his other examinations. Upon 
recommendation of the board, the Bishop directed Mr. Lacbawan to con- 
tinue his New Testament studies for a period of five or six months before 
taking a re-examination. 


The second week in November, 1951, Mr. Lacbawan satisfactorily 
passed the New Testament examination, and the Board reported such to 
the Bishop. Also at this time, Mr. Luke Filomeno Bagano was examined 
in all subjects in accordance with Canon 29, and the Board reported to the 
Bishop that he successfully satisfied all requirements.

APPENDIX F 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK 


The Committee meets at regular intervals. The work of the Commit- 
tee was initiated with the P25 donated by the St. Stephen’s Young Peo- 
ple’s group. Last May the Committee sponsored a three day Youth Con- 
ference held in Baguio. All Mission Stations of the Diocese sent delegates, 
with the exception of Tabuk.( The roads at that time were impassable and 
dangerous.) 


The conference was attended by thirty-eight official delegates and 
visiting Young People from Baguio, Manila, Sagada, and Bontoc. The 
conference with its schedule of activities and study program provided the 
youth with experience and learning which they in turn could use to the 
advantage and welfare of their local stations. Friendships developed 
among the youth of the different regions. From reports gathered by the 
Committee six new Young People’s groups were organized after the con- 
ference. There are now thirteen organizations in the Diocese. A revival 
in the work and activities of the former organizations has been observed 
also. 


Suggestions to hold regional conferences were made by the Committee 
to the priests-in-charge of Mission Stations in the North and South. 


On September 23, 1951 a regional conference was held in Manila with 
175 delegates from different organizations in Manila attending. The con- 
ference speaker was the Very Rev. Wayland S. Mandell. 


The Committee also sponsored retreats for the Young People in Ma- 
nila on special days. 


At the request of the Bishop, as an integral part of the program 
for Convocation, the Committee presented a pageant on “The Apostle 
Paul” directed by Miss Constance Bolderston and the Rev. H. E. Chand- 
lee. The cast was drawn from the members of the Young People’s Or- 
ganization and the Mission staff. 


The following resolutions are recommended to Convocation: 


1. Resolved: That in view of the general opinion of the mem- 
bers who attended the meeting in Baguio in May, a similar confe- 
rence be held this year. 


2. Resolved: That each priest urge and aid local meetings 
and regional meetings wherever possible, and report same to the 
Committee. 

In closing this report, the Committee would like to express its deep 
appreciation and thanks to all priests-in-charge of Mission Stations and 
all other members of the Mission staff who have in one way or another 
made possible the accomplishments of the Committee.

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APPENDIX G 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLICITY 


On the recommendation of the Clergy Conference at the time of the 
1951 Convocation, the Bishop enlarged the Publicity Committee to eleven 
members with one person in each Central Mission Station as a member 
of the Committee and responsible for sending material from that Station 
to the Chairman of the Committee. This has made the gathering of news, 
both for The Diocesan Chronicle and the various Church papers published 
in the U.S.A., much easier than before. Most of the representatives in 
the different stations have been very good about sending in articles and 
this has made it possible, for the first time since the war, to publish 
twelve issues of the Chronicle in 1951. 


Mr. George Main, Treasurer of Holy Trinity Church, and the Chair- 
man of the Committee worked on a new Episcopal Church setup to be listed 
in the Manila Telephone Directory. Although there are still a few changes 
to be made in the next issue of the Directory, we feel that we have accom- 
plished about what we set out to do. Mr. Main deserves the credit for 
having done most of the work and the Committee is very grateful to him 
for ail that he did. 

The sign on the Espana Extension property was put up very soon 
after: Convocation last year. Father Matlock was responsible for having 
this done so promptly. 

Mostly because of expense, but partly because it did not seem to be 
practical, nothing at all has been done about taking pictures for sets of 
slides of the different Stations or making an effort to get duplicates of 
pictures already taken to be kept on file in the Bishop’s Office. 

For the year 1951 all Central Stations and the churches in Manila 
paid the P10 assessment asked for by the Publicity Committee. With the 
balance of P7 left from the amount the Church of St. Mary the Virgin 
paid in 1950, the Committee had a total of P137 for its work. Our ex- 
penses came to P59.79 which leaves a balance of ?77.21. We therefore 
recommend that the new Publicity Committee ask for only P5 from each 
Station for the year 1952.

APPENDIX I 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 


The following resolution, adopted by a 2/3 majority in the Convoca- 
tion of 1951, and requiring ratification by this Convocation, is presented 
for final action. 


1. “RESOLVED: That all articles of the Constitution and all 
Canon in which the term ‘Missionary-in-Charge’ appears be amended 
by the substitution of the term ‘Priest-in-Charge.’ ” 


Acting upon the advice of J. A. Dykman, Attorney at Law and official 
assessor in Canon Law to the Presiding Bishop of the Church, the Com- 
mittee offers the next three resolutions for the consideration of this Con- 
vocation. 


2. RESOLVED: That the title of Canon 4, “Of the Delegates 
to the General Convention” be amended to read: “Of the Deputies to 
the General Convention.” 


(Such action would bring the terminology of Canon 4 into harmony 
with that of the Constitution and Canons of the General Church.) 


38. RESOLVED: That Canon 12, I, be amended to read “Ac- 
cording to the Canon of the General Convention entitled ‘Of Ministers 
and their Duties! ” 


The (desirability of such amendment is immediately seen when it is 
realized that the canons of General Convention are subject to frequent 
re-numbering. Our reference to Canon 21 of the General Convention is 
out-of-date. ) 


4. RESOLVED: That Canon 15, II, be amended to read “Within 
five days of service of the presentment upon him,... ” 


(Such amendment would eliminate the unfortunate ambiguity of “With- 
in five days of the presentment upon him, .. .”’) 


The following resolution is offered by the Committee as an attempt 
to reflect the intention of the Convocation of 1951 which passed a resolu- 
tion which was out of order due to the fact that the portion of the Article 
referred to was and is non-existent. 
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5. RESOLVED: That the term “Mission Schools” as used in 
Canon 9 be amended to read “Private Schools.” 

6. RESOLVED: That Article 2, Sec. 8, (3), be amended by 
substitution of the word “less” for “more.” 

(Passage of this resolution would require adoption by two suc- 
cessive Convocations.) 

The following two resolutions are presented by the Committee after 
taking note of action already initiated in the House of Bishops of the Gen- 
eral Convention. 

7. RESOLVED: That in view of the action already initiated 
in the House of Bishops of the General Convention, the term “Phil- 
ippine Islands” as used in Article I of the Constitution be amended to 
read “Philippines.” 

(Passage of this resolution would require adoption by two successive 
Convocations. Vide Article 14.) 

8. RESOLVED: That in view of the action already initiated 
in the House of Bishops of the General Convention, all Articles of the 
Constitution and all Canons in which the phrase “Missionary District” 
or “District” appears be amended by the substitution of the designation 
“Missionary Diocese” or “Diocese.” 

(Complete passage of this resolution would require adoption by two 
successive Convocations with an additional resolution at the second session 
of the 1953 Convocation to cover the portion of this resolution which refers 
to Canons. Vide Article 14 and Canon 16.) 

The Committee notes that in recent years, current revisions of the 
Constitution and Canons have been available in very limited quantity and 
then only in mimeographed form. This would appear to be somewhat 
short-sighted since clergy, lay delegates, parish vestries, and students of 
Canon Law at the Seminary find it necessary, from time to time, to make 
reference to the Constitution and Canons. Accordingly, the Committee 
respectfully requests the Bishop and Convocation to consider the advisa- 
bility of printing and binding the Constitution and Canons along with the 
proceedings of this Convocation.

APPENDIX J 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MISSION SCHOOLS 


1. The Committee will provide a list of the better schools and colleges in 
Manila; and this list will be kept in the custody of the Bishop and will 
not be for general publication. Any individual requesting information 
about specific schools in the Manila area may ask the Committee. 
With reference to the housing facilities of the Mission students in the 
Manila area, the Committee 
(1) realizes that there is an immediate need of a dormitory for 
Mission students in Manila; 
(2) recommends that an effort should be made to erect this dor- 
mitory at the Quezon City compound. 
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3. St. Stephen’s High School is available for Mission students wishing 
to study in Manila. 


4. With reference to the failure of the scholarship students at the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines and the remedy for such a situation, the 
Committee 


(1) feels that these students were not adequately prepared and 
were not properly selected from an academic point of view; 


(2) suggests that there be a more careful selection of students, 
and a general improvement of Mission School standards to 
provide a better preparation. 


5. The Committee recommends that the Bishops designate this Committee, 
or some other group, to receive various reports from the Mission 
Schools and evaluate these reports; and then to recommend changes 
and needs.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON TRANSLATION OF 
THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER 


The whole Commission met on two occasions since the last Convoca- 
tion. However, parts of the Commission met on numerous occasions 
throughout the year. 

The Commission reports that it has completed the work it set out to 
do, that is, collecting and collating Ilocano versions of the Holy Com- 
munion. The Lord’s Prayer, the Creed, the Hail Mary, the Ten Com- 
mandments, and the Summary of the Law in Ilocano have been corrected 
and in some instances re-translated. 


After standardization of spelling and after securing the approval of 
the Bishop, the translations will be ready for printing and distribution. 


It is hoped that they will be put into the hands of the people for 
instruction and devotion and that the clergy and laity will criticize the 
translations freely with a view to securing the best and most useful 
translation of these traditional selections in the Ilocano dialect.

APPENDIX M 
REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


Since the last convocation the Woman’s Auxiliary executive board, 
of which Mrs. Maria A. Dangwa was the president, met only twice. The 
first meeting was concerned largely with the consideration of the date 
and program of the Woman’s Auxiliary Convention to be held during the 
summer of 1951. The second meeting took place in Baguio just before 
the Convention. Views were exchanged for the promotion of W. A. 
activities. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary Convention was held from April 29 to May 
1 at Baguio. Fifty-five delegates from eighteen auxiliaries out of nine- 
teen all over the Islands participated. 
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Mrs. Francisca Galgala, president of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Church of the Resurrection, welcomed the delegates with tea. This was 
followed by Evensong and a devotional address conducted by the Rev. 
Sydney Waddington. In the evening the delegates were entertained at 
a Kodachrome slide show on the U.T.O. service at the 1949 Woman’s 
Auxiliary Triennial Convention in San Francisco. 

The next morning saw a corporate communion and U.T.O. presenta- 
tion followed by breakfast at the Parish House given by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Church of the Resurrection. The business meeting began 
at nine o’clock in Easter School. Reports for 1950-51 were read by the 
various delegates. Deaconess Mary E. S. Dawson and Mrs. N. L. Yao 
talked on “Prayer” and “Life and Christian Service” respectively. 

Separate committee meetings were held in the afternoon. Later in 
the day the delegates took part in Evensong and a devotional address 
conducted by the Rev. Harry T. Burke at the Church of Epiphany, La 
Trinidad. 

The morning of May first began with mass at the Church of the 
Resurrection. The rest of the day was devoted to discussing unfinished 
business at Easter School. Among the resolutions are the following: 


1. That members of the different auxiliaries in the Philippines 
contribute generously towards the furnishing a much needed dispen- 
sary at St. Thomas Mission, Tabuk, Kalinga. 

2. That all branches of the Auxiliary of the district start rais- 
ing money for the purpose of sending as many delegates as possible 
to the Triennial Convention in the United States in 1952. 

8. That a standing committee be appointed to study how best to 
promote deeper spiritual life in the Church and to meet increased 
need for religious instruction among members called upon to act as 
leaders in this matter. 

4, That the Philippine Woman’s Auxiliary contribute towards 
the “Retiring Fund for Deaconesses.” 

Our guest speaker, Mrs. Charles Griffiths of Newark, N. J., spoke 
on the function of the U.T.O. Fund in Church work all over the world.

A supper in honor of the delegates was given by Mrs. Dangwa. 
Later a pageant — “WE DO, YOU TOO” —on the W. A.’s of the Phil- 
ippines written by Deaconess Dawson, directed by Miss Marian Davis, 
and participated in by the delegates, was enjoyed by all as the Conven- 
tion came to a close. 


The reports of the different Woman’s Auxiliaries for 1950-51 were 
compiled and published in the Year Book through the help of Mrs. Dang- 
wa. The cost was met from part of the Central Fund especially donated 
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for the publication by St. Stephen’s Woman’s Auxiliary, Manila. The 
U. ii O. offering from May 1950 to December 1951 from the Woman’s 
Auxiliary comes to P2,564.41. 


The new executive board met on January 22, 1952 to discuss various 
plans and arrangements for the coming Convention to be held in St. Step- 
hen’s,- Manila some time in May. 

In closing I would like to mention, as president of this Church 
organization, how deeply I appreciate the cooperation from all women 
members of the nineteen auxiliaries. Our bi-annual news letter publication 
— January and July issues — are going out regularly. It is most valuable 
not only to unite the individual parishes or stations of the Philippines but 
also to provide publicity abroad. As to the four important resolutions 
adopted during the last convention, I am happy to say that they are being 
taken up with enthusiasm and keen action. We women are bound by our 
common Love for God, we are united in prayer, we are united in offering, 
serving the Lord through His Church.

APPENDIX N 


REPORTS OF MISSION INSTITUTIONS 
ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL 


In spite of the fact that we were obliged to use P30,000 for essential 
repairs and remodelling during the past year, we were able to keep our 
heads above water financially, and do a large amount of charity work — 
amounting to P53,580.24. This amount includes free medical service to 
nurses and employees. This service which is our bounden duty costs the 
hospital P11,273.00 for the year. 

We also give medical service to families of employees at a greatly 
reduced rate making it possible for them to bring members of the family 
to the hospital for treatment. In this way, their anxiety in time of ill- 
ness is reduced and better service to the hospital is rendered by the em- 
ployee. 

The School of Nursing will graduate a class of thirty-two nurses 
‘this spring, five of whom are Anglicans. The entering class this last 
year included eight Anglicans who have all been capped. 

The Woman’s Board of St. Luke’s Hospital is a group of women of 
many nationalities who are most active in raising money for the hos- 
pital. They operate a Thrift Shop where all sorts of second hand 
articles may be bought, and it is amazing the amount of money they 
are able to raise. In addition, they give an annual tea, and this year 
a Fashion Show Luncheon netted the sum of P7,500.00. 

During the past year the Woman’s Board has given the hospital 


the following equipment: 


8 sets of furniture for private rooms 

2 air conditioning units 

1 utensil sterilizer for the Children’s Ward 

1 oxygen tent for the Children’s Ward 

1 resuscitator for the Nursery 

Screening for the hospital (work still incomplete) 
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The Board also supports Social Service work in the hospital and 
makes a grant for transportation of P50.00 each month to the School of 
Nursing. 

Before closing this report I want to thank the members of the Con- 
vocation for their support during the past year in giving information 
regarding patients sent to the hospital, for prompt payment of bills, for 
their friendliness and cooperation.

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ST. THEODORE’S HOSPITAL 


During the past year the Hospital has been completely renovated, 
including the addition of a new wing on the original foundations laid so 
many years ago. The building is now very spacious with special units 
for tubercular, isolation, surgical, maternity and medical cases. The 
Operating Room painted in green and white with over-head skylight is 
our pride and joy. On the second floor, the Ambulatory Ward is a great 
asset and consequently, our general wards are seldom overcrowded. There 
are ample toilet facilities on the first and second floors and showers are 
also provided. 5 


When you visit the Maternity Ward there is a plaque on the wall 
with these words —“TO THE GLORY OF GOD AND THE BLESSED 
VIRGIN, THESE BEDS WERE GIVEN BY THE WOMEN’S AUXIL- 
TARY FOR THE COMFORT OF MOTHERS”. On another wall is a 
very beautiful hand plainting of “OUR LADY OF GRACE” given by 
Sister Mary Michael. The Maternity Ward provides for the care of 
three patients, but there have been times when five patients have had 
to be cared for at one time. 


The rooms and wards are now well equipped with chairs or stools 
and we also provide tables that fit over the beds for patients requiring 
longer convalescence, or for heart cases that find resting their heads 
on these tables more comfortable than lying flat or using a back rest. 


The Chapel on the second floor is very lovely and is used every 
day for Morning Prayers at 7:45 A.M. Every Friday at 6:30 A.M. 
there is the weekly celebration of Holy Communion. Staff members, 
patients and family members join us at these services. 


Since March of this year we have been fortunate in having two 
doctors in residence, which has provided for vacations, alternate Sundays 
off duty, sickness, etc. Dr. Barbers has attended the All Saints’ Mis- 
sion Clinic in Bontoe every Monday morning since June. He has also 
made one or two visits to the out-stations of Bafgaan, Tadian and Bila. 
We hope that this work can be continued but on a more regular schedule. 


Our statistics show the work that has been carried on at St. Theo- 
dore’s and the progress is evident. The work done by the doctors, the 
nurses, the orderlies and attendants and other staff workers is com- 
mendable. There is a Hospital Advisory Council behind all that we do, 
and their help and advice are much appreciated. 


Our patients come to us from near and far. They have many ways 
of showing their gratefulness in voluntary contributions of money or 
rice to the hospital or giving an egg or seasonal fruit to the workers. 
When they having nothing to give they offer to work. 


We continue to pray that His Blessing may rest on this hospital, and 
upon us and all our work and worship done in His Name. “May He give 
us Light to guide us, Courage to support us, and Love, to unite us no 
and always.”

BRENT HOSPITAL 


The closing months of the year 1951 brought an unprecedented joy 
to the many friends and patrons of Brent Hospital, especially its staff and 
employees as well as to the staff and members of Holy Trinity Church, 
when Bishop Binsted, who was in the United States attending the meet- 
ing of the National Council in October, sent the message that the Council 
had authorized the reconstruction of the pre-war Brent Hospital. One 
can imagine what this piece of news really meant to the workers of the 
Hospital, who for almost six years now have toiled under difficult condi- 
tions in the present Hospital building, small and inadequate as it is, lack- 
ing many of the facilities and conveniences such as are found in a modern 
hospital, nevertheless doing their work in a most efficient and satisfactory 
way. 

Work on the Hospital is now in progress. Bodegas for storing ma- 
terials and work sheds are being built. According to our Mission Engineer, 
‘Mr. Joseph D. Roughgarden, the construction of the Hospital itself will 
commence on or about January 28, 1952. He hopes to finish the Hospital 
by the end of the year. 

Since this report is concerned mainly with the charity cases admitted 
into the hospital, the following is therefore the hospital’s report of last 
year’s record of charity cases only:

This report, as compared with that of 1950, shows a tremendous in- 
crease in the number of charity cases admitted into the Hospital. The 
great increase must have been caused by the fact that last year a goodly 
number of poor people from Calarian and from the city, mostly members 
of our Church, were hospitalized. Since these people were not in a position 
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to pay their bills, Mrs. Lund, the resident Missionary at Calarian, and the 
Chaplains of the Hospital have recommended them as charity or semi- 
charity cases. Our thanks are due to the Medical Director, Dr. José C. 
Trota, who, by his kindness and sympathy towards these people, made it 
possible for them to be admitted as charity patients. It is certain that the 
Hospital has incurred financial loss with these charity cases, but on the 
other hand it has gained their friendship and good will, and I believe that 
they will always remain grateful for what the Church through the Hosp- 
ital has done for them. 


There is no fund in the Hospital budget or the necessary personnel 
expressly for charitable work, and we hope that with the new hospital a 
way can be found whereby such need can be filled. 


With two priests working as chaplains of the Hospital, it is hoped 
that by their constant ministrations the spiritual needs of the patients 
can be adequately supplied.

BRENT SCHOOL 


During the first part of the year which has elapsed since the Con- 
vention of 1951, Brent School continued under the able and efficient 
leadership of the Rev. Lyman C. Ogilby as Acting Headmaster. When 
the Headmaster returned from furlough in May, he found the school in 
excellent shape, the enrollment somewhat larger than at the beginning 
of the school year, and the faculty and students working together har- 
moniously. At our Commencement in June the graduating class consisted 
of two boys, Roderic Diman and Umsted Pitts. Both of these are in college 
in the United States and, according to reports, doing well. 


Brent opened for the school year 1951-52 on September 17 with an 
enrollment of 87, which was later increased to 90, of whom 32 are board- 
ing students. This, the largest enrollment we have had since the war, 
is an encouraging sign. There were only two changes in the faculty. 
Mrs. Gladys Stoll taking the place of Mrs. Laverne Fertig as High School 
English teacher, and Mrs. Irene Peterson replacing Mrs. Hess in the 
fourth and fifth Grades. Both of the new teachers come from Bala- 
toc. 


The present staff, a list of which is attached, consists of ten full- 
time teachers (including the Headmaster), Miss Weiser, the school nurse 
and dietitian, Mrs. Davies, the Matron of the Girls’ Dormitory, and Mrs. 
Alexander Brillantes, bookkeeper. In addition, Mr. John Boronow teaches 
one course in Latin and also conducts an Art class which is turning out 
some very creditable work. It is an excellent faculty: well-qualified, 
competent, and cooperative. Classes are small, and the quality of the 
work done by the students is high. 


, The extent to which Brent has become a truly international school 
is indicated by the various nationalities represented in our student body. 
Of our present enrollment of 90, 44 are Americans, 19 Filipinos (includ- 
ing 6 Igorots), 8 American-Filipinos, 6 Spanish-Filipinos, 4 Chinese, 2 
Spanish, 3 Dutch, 2 Germans, 1 Swiss, and 1 American-Siamese. The 
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harmonious and happy relationship that exists among these students of 
such varying backgrounds and nationalities is an encouraging evidence 
of the essential brotherhood of mankind. 


The school year thus far has gone very well, the students being busy 
as usual with, their studies, their athletic program, and their various 
extra-curricular activities, such as the school paper, the Student Council, 
dramatics, and so.forth. Student committees, with some help and super- 
vision from the faculty advisors, plan the week-end activities such as 
parties, dances, hikes, excursions, and other forms of entertainment. Last 
spring two groups of plays, one Spanish and one English, were presented 
with a good deal of success; and more plays are planned for the forth- 
coming Spring term. 

Brent has always stressed character development as well as sound 
scholarship, and in this the religious program of the school plays an im- 
portant part. All students are required to attend the daily Chapel Serv- 
ices and to take the prescribed Bible courses. In addition the Holy Com- 
munion is celebrated’ on Wednesdays, Sundays, and Saint’s Days. There 
is an active Altar Guild and an Acolytes’ Guild, both voluntary. 


Owing to the limited funds available for the purpose only the most 
necessary repairs have been made during the past year, but there have 
been various improvements and additions to the school equipment made 
necessary by the increased enrollment. The school buildings are sadly 
in need of a new coat of paint all around, the Boys’ Dormitory needs 
a hot water heater, and to the observant eye there are many other re- 
spects in which the buildings might be improved. Most of these, how- 
ever, must wait until adequate funds are available. 


The school library continues to grow slowly, largely through gifts 
from friends in the United States. There have been other donations of 
one sort or another, notably a new globe, a fine projector and screen, 
and a new set of Compton’s Encyclopedia from the U.S.1.S. We are 
especially grateful to Mrs. Heilbronn for her generous gift of P2000 
which has been put into repairs. 


The financial condition of the school has improved during the past 
year. Since our last report we have been able to decrease our indebted- 
ness from ?26,192.69 to P22,182.28. Last year the school just about broke 
even: this year we hope to do better; but until the indebtedness incurred 
during the first few years after the war has been paid off, finances will 
remain our major problem. Another problem, which is with us always, 
is that of teacher replacement. When teachers leave at the expiration 
of their contracts, it is always both difficult and expensive to replace 
them with teachers of the calibre desired.

EASTER SCHOOL 


Upon our arrival in Baguio last June we found Easter School with 
four new buildings almost completed. By the end of the month we had 
received permission from the city government to move into them. Due 
to the shortage of funds there were no store rooms or cupboards, and 
very little equipment of any kind to run a school. Fortunately Mr: 
Bangaan had saved some money from the previous year, and with a 
few small gifts we were able to have enough desks and tables made:to 
seat the hundred and two pupils that enrolled. We have gradually added 
a few things each month until we are able to meet the minimum govern- 
ment requirements. 


Easter School is indebted to the Church Periodical Club and many 
other friends for the good assortment of books in our library. The In- 
spector from the Bureau of Private Schools has recently remarked that 
we have a better library than many high schools of the Philippines. The 
library room itself is equipped with, fluorescent lights, and is used as 
a study hall. On the other two nights it is a social hall, and is fast 
becoming a community center for the young people of Guisad Valley. 
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2 Father Bartter, appointed chaplain by Bishop Binsted, says mass 
in our chapel each school day, and supervises the religious instruction 
of the students. On Sundays the children and faculty attend the Sung 
Mass at the Church of the Resurrection. 


__ Our boarding department is entirely self-supporting, and we are 
able to provide room and board for two students that are attending 
Baguio Colleges and Brent School. For this help they assist the teachers 
“ Pe erie and supervise the students in their daily tasks around 
e school. 


As reported at the last Convocation our land taxes increase each 
year. The past year they amounted to P1,525.30, and will be higher 
this year. The Headmaster’s and Principal teacher’s houses have re- 
cently been declared taxable by the assessor. Would it not be advisable 
to sell some land at the back or the property beyond the proposed road? 


The weaving room has prospered during the last year, and we hope 
in time to get back to the pre-war status. As one large room in the 
new building was given over to the weaving, Our workers now have 
plenty of light and air. It is a marvel that they were able to work 
at all in the dark basement they have been using. The Easter School 
Weaving Room has become one of the sights for tourists to visit in 
Baguio. If it were not for the heavy taxes, and the exhorbitant price 
we have to pay for thread we should prosper indeed. However, after 
a time we hope to finish the room under the building. which Mr. Stokes 
planned as the new weaving room. That will give us more space to add 
more looms, employ more needy women, do more work, and be of more 
use to the school.

ST. STEPHEN’S CHINESE GIRLS’ SCHOOL 


_ Regular class work has been the routine in St. Stephen’s in the 
year 1951. In both English and Chinese departments standards have 
been stressed and sections have been selected on the basis of the child’s 
ability so that individual help could be given. 


In March the Chinese School Association of the Philippines held 
combined graduation program for all the Chinese schools in Manila. 
Diplomas were distributed, and Dr. Chou, representing Ambassador Chen 
from the Chinese Embassy, and Dr. Manuel] L. Carreon from the Bureau 
of Private Schools were the guest speakers. In addition to this program 
St. Stephen’s had its own Baccalaureate Service and a Senior Class 
Night Program. 

Classes opened in June for the school year 1951-1952 and for the 
first time, the complete four years of High School were offered in 
English and, for the first time since the war, the three years of Chinese 
Senior High School thus making both English and Chinese departments 
complete and eligible to give diplomas. The enrollment of the elementary 
and high school departments combined was just over 1300. 

A building of four rooms has been erected to take care temporarily 
of the additional high school classes, in the hope that before too long 
a separate high school unit may be set up in another location and the 
present compound be used entirely for the elementary school. 
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Sunday School meets each Sunday morning and from the Interme- 
diate department candidates are drawn for Baptism and Confirmation 
classes. Father Wei, Chaplain, holds a service for the Junior High 
School each Saturday morning: religious instruction is given during the 
week to Elementary children in both English and Chinese departments. 


One of St. Stephen’s fourth year High School students was selected 
to give the speech for all the Chinese Schools at the United Nations Pro- 
gram on the Luneta in August. Basketball, programs, speaking con- 
tests, and picnics have provided relief from text books, and now at the 
end of 1951 St. Stephen’s is preparing to celebrate its thirty-fifth anni- 
versary with a special graduation and big program to be held at the 
end of the school year in March.

ST. MARY’S SCHOOL 


The enrollment at the beginning of the school year, 1951-52 was 
220. The number has decreased to 204, of which about Half are in the 
high school. The School is also divided about equally as to boys and 
girls. The largest class is the seventh grade or preparatory year which 
has sixty students, who are divided into two sections. The number of 
students in the two lowest grades, the Fifth and Sixth, have declined 
somewhat as there are two government schools in the Sagada Muni- 
cipality that are doing good work in these grades. The high school on 
the other hpnd, furnishes the only opportunity of a secondary education 
over a wide area. 


St. Mary’s scholastic standards and traditions are being maintained 
in spite of the fact that over half the high school faculty are new. 


The School has a splendid classroom and boy’s dormitory building that 
is adequate for the present and the immediate future. In fact if the School 
is to keep its character, the expansion should be limited to a total of 
300, the number nine classrooms can accommodate. There is room 
for more boy boarders, but the girls’ dormitory is at present crowded. 
This building is one of the few that survived the bombing in 1945. 


Father Diman in his report last year said, “With the beginning of 
another school year we are required to give vocational courses.” This 
has been done for all students except junior and senior girls. 


The Home Economics courses are popular and very much enjoyed. 
Father Diman has temporarily placed the east end of the principal’s re- 
sidence at the disposal of the department. As this was formerly a 
Mission residence, it has cooking and washing facilities; it is an ideal 
place for the girls to practice domestic activities. P650 has been spent 
on equipment, which includes a Singer sewing machire and the pots 
and pans and other utensils found in a well appointed kitchen. There 
are classes in sewing, knitting, lace-making, cooking, art, and household 
economy. At the end of a marking period, the different groups shift 
to another activity. Mrs. Diman organized the program and now that 
it is running smoothly has turned it over to Mrs. Guillan. 


In addition to the long established gardening which/ the majority 
of the boys continue doing, they have been given opportunities to learn 
other things. P400 has gone into the equipment of the carpenter shop, 
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‘and P150 to supply the landscapers with wheelbarrows, shovels, hose, and 
picks. What the hardworking boys have accomplished for the School 
is quite marvelous: seats for the assembly hall; two pingpong tables and 
a counter with shelves for the social hall, and a bridge to connect it 
with the front playground; shelves for the library, office, and kitchen; 
work benches for the carpenter shop; a serving table, shelves, cabinet, 
and sink for the dining room; an ornamental gate for the school gardens; 
a new level field large enough for a basketball court and a volleyball 
court with grandstands; a pavilion, with seats surrounding it, and a 
six-foot high paling fence to keep the balls from rolling down the moun- 
tain side; an eight-foot high chicken wire fence and grass seats along 
the lower side of the softball field, leveling and extending the field and 
building a broad level path direct to the school that can be used for 
track events; and an outdoor theater with a volleyball court located be- 
hind the girls’ dormitory. The cost of these improvements done by the 
students as part of their vocational training is a small fraction of what 
it would have cost the School if done by contract. The work of the 
students has given the School adequate ahtletic facilities. They have 
made the School better prepared to take care of the very ambitious 
schedule of games at the coming Fiesta. 


Perhaps the most satisfying feature of the school year so far has 
been the cooperation which developed between St. Mary’s, the two mis- 
sion elementary schools, and the seven government schools of Sagada. 
Practically all teachers of these ten schools are members of the Sagada 
Teachers’ Association. The STA has held monthly meeting at the St. 
Mary’s Social Hall, usually after a luncheon prepared by the Home Eco- 
nomics departments of different schools in turn. The organization pub- 
lishes a semimonthly news sheet. It has sponsored interschool athletics 
and a Boy Scout Troop. At present the energetic chairman, Mr. Daoas, 
of Sagada Central, is working on a civic center scheme which is giving 
Sagada a “New Look” more in accord with the God-given beauty of its 
setting. 


Father Diman, in his last year’s report said, ‘‘Government inspectors 
say we must raise our teachers’ pay.’ This has also been done. In 
addition to the increased salaries, it was necessary to employ another 
teacher in place of Mr. and Mrs. Morgan who left suddenly at the end 
of the last school year. Also an extra teacher’s salary was required 
for vocational training, and for part of the year for Sister Lioba’s biology 
class. Altogether the amount paid monthly for salaries has increased from 
P735 to P1242. Mr. Morgan’s salary was received from the National Council 
until the end of December, but on the other hand, the Mission appropria- 
tion for salaries has been cut from P655 to P455 monthly. 


The need for an increase in school fees is evident. The School’s 
Council of Advice recommends that the Seventh Grade and First Year 
High tuition fees should be increased from P30 a year to P35; the Second 
Year from P30 to P40; the Third Year to P45; and the Fourth Year 
to P50. Tuition at St. Mary’s will still be lower than in other private 
schools. According to a tentative but carefully worked out budget for 
next school year, excess of income over expenditure should be ¥3,780. 


Although fees are comparatively low, there are many students in 
the community we serve that need financial help. This is being secured 
by students earning something from garden plots assigned to them or 
from overtime in carpentry and landscaping. This helps but does not 
meet the need. At the end of this month students will owe the school 
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for back fees P2,429.27. (This includes payments up to January 14th 
and not what comes in thereafter.) Some of these debts have been carried 
over from previous years. An effort is being made to establish a loan 
fund to be known as the Bishop Graves Loan Fund. Money from this 
will be loaned to students who will pay no interest until after gradua- 
tion, then at 4%. By providing chances to earn money and making 
possible loans, the aim is that no student who is doing good work in 
his courses should have to leave school on account of financial dif- 
ficulties. 


To live up the traditions of the past, St. Mary’s needs to develop 
the industrial work which has done so much for Sagada and the neigh- 
borhood.

ST. PAUL’S MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


After five years of difficult struggle St. Paul’s Memorial School 
graduated seven boys and eight girls on April 20, 1951. Three of these 
graduates enrolled in St. Anrdew’s Seminary; two failed to cope with 
the work. The one left is having a hard time. One of the boys en- 
rolled in tne College of Medicine, University of the Philippines, and 
was conditioned in some of his subjects. Another boy who is taking an 
engineering course in Mapua Institute of Technology is making good. 
One boy is taking up commerce in Baguio Colleges. Because they. were 
late in filing their applications, the five girls who intended to take 
nursing in St. Luke’s Hospital were not able to be accommodated. Four 
of the girls are now taking normal courses in some private colleges. 
One is now working as an attendant in St. Luke’s Hospital. The rest 
of the graduates are helping their parents in home duties. 


St. Paul’s Memorial School opened its school year 1951-1952 with 
an enrollment of sixty-seven students. This dropped to sixty-six three 
months later. The size of the student body is not so important as the 
quality of graduates that St. Paul’s must turn out, but the School 
in concerned with the decrease in enrollment because the financial status 
of two teachers is determined by the cash returns from tuition fees. 
On account of this no proper selection of students can be made. Any 
sixth grade graduate can be admitted whether the pupil is fitted or not. 
Ninety-five per cent of the enrolled students every year are unpre- 
pared for high school work, and this group becomes a retarding factor 
in the advancement of the few bright students. This situation does 
not allow individualized instruction when teachers carry a heavy sche- 
dule. The practice of admitting all students without regard to the 
fitness of each to do the work affects the standard of the School. 


Due to the addition of vocational courses, each of which requires 
eight periods a week, one more teacher has been added to the four. This 
action was contemplated during the staff meeting held with the Bishop 
at Miss Foerstel’s house on April 23, 1951. This upsets the hope of 
raising the salaries to the minimum standard out of the yearly tuition 
fees which have increased this school year slightly, from P30.00 to 
P42.00 for the First Year, from P35.00 to P53.00 for the Second Year, 
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from P40.00 to P47.00 for the Third Year, and from P45.00 to P52.00 
for the Fourth Year. To date, about seventy per cent of the enrolled 
students have paid their tuition fees in full. At present we have four 
fully qualified teachers plus two religious education instructors, who 
are also qualified in their lines, and one partly qualified teacher who 
has still one quarter to finish for his B.S.E. Of the seven that ecom- 
pee the teaching staff, five are full time teachers and two are part 
ime. 


The School buildings have four class rooms, one of which is large 
enough for the student body to gather in during assembly hours, but 
is not large enough for big gatherings like programs on special occa- 
sions. All the class rooms are sufficiently large and are adequately pro- 
vided with furniture and other equipment. Because of the extensions 
and repairs made every year to the old building, the present building 
does not look like much of a school building but is decent enough to 
hold the First to Fourth Year classes for at least four years longer. No 
major repairs or construction will be contemplated from now on. Instead 
we shall raise what we can for building a more permanent building. The 
problem of housing teachers from other places is one that must be con- 
sidered, but this involves the problem of space because the Mission com- 
pound is limited. I believe, however, that the present site of 168 square 
meters of land can accommodate the buildings if proper planning can 
be made in their construction. 


The library is equipped with 921 volumes, but there is need for 
more excellent supplementary reading materials for all the grades. The 
students are taking steps to add some more useful volumes, like dic- 
tionaries and texbooks. Lately, the Third Year class presented their 
donation of three Philippine history books, and the Fourth Year class 
will purchase a big dictionary with the cash of P30.00 that they have 
at present. The first graduates presented a gift of P150.00 for the pur- 
chase of a globe and other necessary equipment. 


A few expensive pieces of equipment are lacking to make the la- 
boratory adequate. Among other things, the Bureau of Private Schools 
requires that these should be purchased before it will issue us a permit 
to operate the First to the Fourth Year. I believe the ?200.00 sent from 
friends in America through the Bishop is not sufficient to cover the 
amount needed to purchase the equipment. lacking. 


The vocational courses offered this year are making headway. Since 
last July the products turned in from the home garden, handicraft, and 
home economies amount to P79.00. This excludes the products used to 
complete other equipment. For example, the handicraft class made chairs 
for the office and one for the Church, and several pieces of equipment 
for the home economics department to save the expense of buying the 
same. They are now making an oven out of a mixture of clay and sand, 
but it has not been successful as yet. If all this equipment can be made, 
they can devote their time to making saleable products to help the school. 
So far, no income has been realized from the poultry project. 


On the religious side of the training of the students, apart from. 
the required Sunday morning and Wednesday evening services enforced 
during the previous years, Monday Morning Prayer, and Holy Com- 
munion service on Wednesday morning have been added. As most of 
the students are living in village houses, they find it difficult to follow 
strictly the above schedule of Church services, but most of them are 
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During the clean-up week the high school group, especially our Scout 
Troop, led in the cleaning of the cemetery, the yards of houses in the 
village, and the compound of the dispensary and the church building, 
and also fixing the fence of the Mission compound. 


As in previous years the work in St. Paul’s Memorial School is pro- 
gressing and there is much to be accomplished.

ST. ANDREW'S THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


At least part of this report should have been written by the Right 
Reverend A. Ervine Swift, who among his many other duties as Rector 
of Holy Trinity Parish ably guided the Seminary for a full semester 
as Acting Dean during the Dean’s absence on furlough. It is with 
deep appreciation that the Dean, Faculty, and students acknowledge his 
contribution to the life of Seminary and his fine leadership at the close of 
his term in the Philippines. 


The Faculty suffered another loss in the retirement of the Reverend 
and Mrs. Harold C. Spackman, who were members of the teaching staff 
from 1947-51. They joined the staff in the first days of the Seminary. 
They offered much in experience, teaching, and devotion to the founda- 
tion which was laid in those days. 


1—Commencement 1951 


Nine students were graduated from the Seminary during the year 
1951. Six were students from the Philippine Episcopal Church, and 
three were from the Philippine Independent Church. This brings’ the 
total number of graduates, including those who received their education 
under the old St. Andrew’s Training School, to nineteen. 


2—Students 


The total enrollment for the year 1951-52 was thirty. The enroll- 
ment at this date is twenty-four. Of this group fourteen are members 
of the Philippine Episcopal Church and ten are members of the Philip- 
pine Independent Church. 


In July of 1951 a two months’ Extension Course for clergy of the 
Philippine Independent Church was offered. A revised curriculum was 
adopted. The Reverend Leo Gay McAfee gave able assistance in taking 
the greatest share of responsibility for its success. Six priests at- 
tended, bringing the total number of priests who have attended this 
course during the past three years to eighteen. 


8—Buildings and Equipment 


In this area it is better to look to the future than to the present 
and past. Everyone is well aware of the inadequacy of the present facil 
ities. However, the buildings have served as a temporary expedient, 
which is the purpose for which they were intended. 
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During Bishop Binsted’s last visit to the United States, he secured 
from the National Council an additional $75,000 grant for the erection 
of a new building. The total figure the Seminary has at its disposal 
for the new building is approximately P250,000. Funds for equipping 
the building have not been raised yet. Plans for the building are 
now being prepared, and it is hoped that the building will get under 
way within the next few months. 


4—Curriculum and Academic Standards 


The Faculty has continued its work on academic standards in the 
direction of entrance requirements including entrance examinations in 
necessary cases. 


One of the problems posed by the local post-war situation is the 
decline in quality of pre-Seminary educational standards from the primary 
grades through High School. This problem was first met by adding a 
fifth year to the Seminary curriculum with emphasis being placed upon 
such background courses as English, Latin, History, Philosophy, and Psy- 
chology. The quality of work has already improved considerably. How- 
ever, the poor quality of training on the lower levels is still a problem 
and perhaps it will show itself to be an increasing one. How real this 
problem is and how it will be solved is still a problem for observation 
and study. 

As a single point of attack, a revision of our own curriculum, which 
is of recent origin, has already begun with a realization that the problem 
is of much broader scope than the bounds of the Seminary curriculum. 


5—Library 

There is no permanent staff librarian. Since Father Spackman’s 
retirement, Father Whitaker has taken over the duties of the library 
as acting librarian. He reports that the work is too great for the time 
and energy he has at his disposal. Much of the detail work of the library 
falls to two student librarians who are overworked and whose academic 
record may suffer as a result. A permanent librarian with the proper 
assistance is needed. 

Even allowing for these deficiencies the library has increased during 
the past year from 3500 volumes to approximately 6000 volumes. The 
Seminary received a generous grant of $1000 in 1951 from the Church 
Periodical Club. 

6—Staf f 


The staff at present is now composed of five full-time and three 
part-time instructors. The Seminary was under-staffed during the first 
semester of this year, making it necessary to drop two of the pastoral 
courses from the curriculum. These courses must be made up. A tem- 
porary appointment to the staff for a two months’ period made it possible 
to hold the third annual Extention Course for clergy of the Philippine 
Independent Church. 

The Reverend Conrad Myrick arrived from the United States at the 
beginning of the second semester to assume his position as full-time 
instructor. 

The prospects for an adequate staff for 1952 are not overly bright, 
although there is no immediate reason for alarm. Concern for replace- 
ments is chronic. Three furloughs, one of which will be an extended fur- 
lough, oceur during this year beginning in July. Staff needs, therefore, 
are as follows: two new permanent appointments are needed for July 
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of 1952. An additional instructor is. needed for the semester beginning 
in November. This is not an ideal estimate of the situation. It is an 
estimate based on actual operational need. Failure to appoint these men 
cannot be met by doubling up on courses, if standards are to be main- 
tained. The alternative is one only. Courses which the staff are not 
able to teach should be dropped until such time as there is an adequate 
staff to teach them. ae 
7—Pastoral Work 


The students continue their pastoral work along the lines established 
three years ago. Visits are made regularly to all parts of Manila. In 
some areas services and instructions are held on Saturdays. A catechism 
and instruction class followed by recreation for children of the neigh- 
borhood is held weekly. Written reports on all pastoral work are re- 
quired. 

The chief weakness of the pastoral program is inadequate super: 
vision. The work should be more carefully planned and directed. A 
more concrete policy for the neighborhood congregation which consists 
largely of members of the Philippine Independent Church should be 
adopted. A new Chapel in the Manila-Quezon City area for clinical train- 
ing for Seminarians is under immediate consideration. 


8—A ppreciation 
The Seminary is indebted to the Bishop, clergy, and lay workers 
of the Missionary District, and to the friends of the Seminary in the 
United States for their interest and help in almost every aspect of its 
life and work.

After a considerable and inspiring discussion your 
Committee received gladly the recommendation of the 1951 Committee on 
the support of the ministry, in which they asked for an increase in the 
amount of apportionment, which we estimated to be more than the quotas 
assigned last year. The total amount for the Diocesan Apportionment 
will be more than the amount we expected because of generous volunteers 
who volunteered to do more than the 28% of their previous quotas.

The percentage of the increases last year was considerably more, 
and we hope that the faith of the congregations will be sufficient to 
meet this new increase. 


Your Committee notes with gratitude the satisfactory record of the 
payments last year and points out that the quota is not a limit on giving 
the minimum requirement only. This is especially true of the giving to 
the objectives of the General Apportionment, the quotas of which have 
been raised slightly from P2,100.00 to P2,130.00 

Your Committee commends those who have overpaid their quotas in 
1951. May more do likewise. 


We would call attention to the fact that the assignments of quotas 
to the Central Stations in our report may be apportioned between the 
Central Stations and their out-stations, and we recommend that notifi- 
cations of such apportionments be forwarded to the editors of The Dio- 
cesan Chronicle and The Anglican Churchman for publication, and to the 
Mission Treasurer when payments are made.

APPENDIX P 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON THE TRANSLATION OF 
THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER 


The Commission met and organized at 9:00 A.M., January 23, 1952 
at St. Luke’s Hospital. Father Mandell was elected chairman. Four 
members of the Commission were present. 


An outline of work for the year was drawn up and adopted. The 
program is as follows: 


1. Standardization of spelling and the printing of the translations 
already completed is to be undertaken at once. 


2. Advance projects are to include the continuation and completion 
of the translation of the service of the Holy Communion in the Ilocano 
dialect. A goal has been set for each month of this year. The plan 
provides for two or more translators working independently. The result 
of their work will serve as a basis for the final translation. 
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Along with the Ilocano translation the Commission decided to under- 
take a limited project in Tagalog, the translation of the Creed, the Lord’s 
Prayer, the Hail Mary, the Commandments and the Summary of the Law. 
The collection and collation of existing versions will be the first step to 
be undertaken, 


It was suggested that the Commission seek the assistance of two or 
three of the clergy of the Philippine Independent Church for the project 
in Tagalog. 


The Commission requests that the Bishop grant a small sum of 
money to help defray the cost of transportation of those whose help we 
are seeking, who live in the areas surrounding Manila.
